PUPILS across the borough 
celebrated after they 
received their GCSE 
results last week. 

The provisional result for 
Tower Hamlets is that 64.7 per 
cent of GCSE students earned 
five A* to C grades, including 
English and maths. 

National figures haven't been 
released yet but Tower Hamlets 
results are better than last year. 
In 2014, 59.7 per cent of the 
borough's GCSE students earned 
five A* to C grades including 
English and maths. 

A number of schools have 
seen improvements in their 
overall results. 

Pupils at Raine's Foundation 
in Bethnal Green hurried to 
the school on Thursday, Au- 
gust 20 to pick up their results. 

Umma Habibi, who received 
an A* and 5 As, said she was 
“pretty pleased" and had passed 
in “everything I wanted to", 
adding: “All my work has paid 
off and I'm proud." 

She will now go on to study 
biology, psychology and 
business at A Level.

Work underway on River Lea

A SERIES of events has 
marked the beginning of 
the Leaway project which, 
when completed, will 
see the walking and 
cycling infrastructure of 
east London transformed. 

The Leaway will be a contin- 
uous route for walkers and 
cyclists connecting the Thames 
and Royal Docks to Queen Eliz- 
abeth Olympic Park, and will mn 
along the historic River Lea. 

It will also provide a bridging 
route between Cycle Super- 
highways 2 and 3. 

The route, which runs rough- 
ly along the border of Tower 
Hamlets and Newham is fund- 
ed by both councils, Transport 
for London, the mayor of 
London, and the London Lega- 
cy Development Corporation.

The launch events have in- 
cluded celebrations of two kinds 
of grime - the first was an op- 
portunity to get down and dirty 
with the Lea's animal and plant 
life with pond dipping, bird 
spotting and bug hunting. 

The second looked at the 
growth of the grime music 
genre and how it has flourished 
in the heart of Poplar. 

When finished, the new 
walkway will not only be a 
great route in to town, but 
connect some of east London's 
best-loved attractions, from the 
well-known to the quirky. 

Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park, historic docks, Bow Creek 
Ecology Park and the Emirates 
Air Line cable car are all along 
the Leaway route. 

Mayor John Biggs said: “It 
is great to see that Tower 
Hamlets is seeing the benefits 


from the Olympic legacy. The 
walkway will be a boon for 
keen walkers and cyclists, and 
will also bring tourism and 
growth to our borough.''

THE council has welcomed 
a scheme aimed at 
making London’s roads 
safer for both pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

The London Safer Lorry 
Scheme will come into force on 
September 1 and the council and 
its contractor vehicles already 
comply with the new rules. 

All roads in Greater London 
(except motorways) will be cov- 
ered by the scheme, which will 
require vehicles of more than 3.5 
tonnes to be fitted with side- 
guards and extra safety mirrors. 

Transport for London is 
introducing the scheme to help 
make the capital's roads safer for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

The council is reminding 
firms that all vehicles within 
their fleet and within the fleet 
of any of their contractors, must 
be compliant with the law. 

Prior to the scheme's launch, 


the council worked to ensure 
that all its vehicles, and those of 
its contractors, adhere to the 
new rules. 

JB Riney provides highways 
maintenance services in 
Tower Hamlets. Its vehicles 
follow best practice in design, 
signage and driver training to 
ensure safe urban driving. 

Since June 2012, it has been a 
member of the Fleet Operator 
Recognition Scheme (FORS) and 
gained gold status in June 2015. 

It has also launched a new 
HGV which has better visibili- 
ty for drivers to see pedestrians 
and cyclists beside the vehicle. 


Another gold FORS member 
is Veolia Environmental Ser- 
vices, which provides recycling 
and waste management 
services in the borough. 

Mayor John Biggs said: “This 
scheme is vital to ensure the 
safety of all road users in the 
borough and across London. 

“I welcome the early commit- 
ment to this from the council 
and all our contractors.” 

The scheme will be enforced 
by the police and the Driver and 
Vehicle Standards Agency. All 
vehicles that fail to comply face 
a £1,000 fine.

Wharf medical charity's new 
appeal over Calais migrants

A MEDICAL charity based 
in Canary Wharf has 
launched an appeal to 
improve the lives of vul- 
nerable migrants in Calais. 

Doctors of the World UK 
provides healthcare to 
vulnerable people, migrants 
and refugees and runs a clinic 
in Pott Street, Bethnal Green. 

It says it has been taken 
aback by the response of peo- 
ple wanting to help the Calais 
migrants and donate cash to 
make their lives better. 

Launching the appeal on Au- 
gust 14, a spokesperson said: 
"Cash donations enable us to re- 
spond quickly and flexibly, 
where the needs are greatest. 

"But there are some specific 
items we urgently need to help 
traumatised migrants begin to 
make sense of their experiences." 

Sylvia Kennedy, a nurse who 


works in the A&E department 
at Homerton Hospital in Hack- 
ney, learnt that the charity was 
setting up a field clinic at a camp 
for asylum seekers in Calais. She 
volunteered to help out. 

Describing conditions in the 


camp, where she worked for 
three weeks in July, Sylvia said: 
"It is a slum, just a few hours 
away from London. It had 
faeces on the edge of it, there 
were not enough taps, showers 
and toilets for the 3,000 or 


more people living there and 
people queued round the block 
to use the facilities." 

Sylvia told East End Life that, 
as far she knew, Doctors of the 
World were the only medical 
charity at the camp. 


As well as the clinic offering 
basic services including 
treatment of minor injuries 
and viral infections among 
babies and children, the chari- 
ty has set up outreach posts to 
make people in the camp aware 
of their services. 

"We often only had one doc- 
tor available. Daily clinic sessions 
were always full - we had to 
turn people away," Sylvia added. 

The charity, in Canada Square, 
welcomes donations of books in 
various languages; art materi- 
als including bmshes, paper, scis- 
sors and pencils, and toys or 
games, including balls, board 
games and cards, which should 
be shipped direct to Calais. 

Donors can also send sterile 
(in-date) bandages, tape, dress- 
ings and crutches.

Marvin Couson died after 13 years confined to hospital bed 


BY STAFF REPORTER 


A MURDER investigation 
has been launched after 
the death of a man shot 13 
years ago in Shoreditch. 

Marvin Couson, 39, had been 
confined to a hospital bed, 
unable to communicate or do 
anything for himself, since the 
incident on May 12, 2002. 

He died on Saturday, August 
8. A post-mortem examination 
gave the cause of death as brain 
injury suffered as a direct result 
of the shooting. 

Detective Chief Inspector Noel 
McHugh is leading an investi- 
gation at the Homicide and 
Major Crime Command. 

Police were called at 3.40am 
after reports of gunfire at the 
Lime in London Bar - common- 
ly known as the Lime Bar - in 
Curtain Road, Shoreditch. 

On arrival, officers found 
Mr Couson, who was 26 at the 
time and living in West 
Norwood, on the ground outside 
with a gunshot wound to the 
chest. 

He was taken to the Royal

London Hospital in a critical con- 
dition, with injuries to his heart 
and other internal organs. 

After an operation, he 
was transferred to the Royal 
Hospital for Neuro-Disability 
in Putney. 

Mr Couson was unable to 
care for himself or leave his 
hospital bed. He was also unable 
to communicate or understand 
anything said to him. 

He had visited the bar with 
his cousin and a friend. They 
fled, along with a large number 
of other people, after shots 


were fired inside the bar. Out- 
side, Mr Couson's friend saw a 
red or burgundy Ford Fiesta, 
thought to contain at least two 
black men, driving fast along 
Curtain Road. The vehicle stmck 
him and he grappled with the 
front seat passenger. 

A gun was then fired and the 
friend walked back towards 
the bar to see Mr Couson lying 
shot on the ground. Around 600 
people were inside the venue for 
a commercial party and 200- 
300 were outside. 

DCI McHugh said: "It was 13 
years ago but people would 
remember if they were there, 
particularly if they fled in 
panic at the sound of shots. 

"We know there are potential 
witnesses who did not speak to 
police at the time and I would 
ask them to come forward. 

"A lot changes in 13 years 
and maybe you knew some- 
thing at the time but were too 
nervous to speak to us."

Get support for your feeding choices

IT’S now easier than ever for 
mothers and families to receive 
advice and support about 
feeding their baby. 

The Tower Hamlets Baby Feeding 
Support Service was launched on 
August 4. Delivered by Barts Health 
NHS Trust, and commissioned by the 
council in partnership with The Breast- 
feeding Network, it aims to support 
mothers no matter what decision 
they make about how they want to 
feed their baby 

Specialists at the trust give expert 
advice to parents of children born at 
The Royal London Hospital in 
Whitechapel. The team also works 
closely with midwives, health visitors, 
neonatal nurses and children's centres 
so parents have essential information. 


The team of baby feeding special- 
ists also provides guidance about ex- 
clusive breastfeeding and expressing, 
breastfeeding as well as using formu- 
la milk, bottle feeding with expressed 
milk or formula, relationship building, 
returning to work, introducing solid 
foods and stopping breastfeeding. 

The team worked with Kirandeep 
Brar-Sacha, 37, a mother from Stepney 
Green, on the birth of her second 
baby in June this year. 

Kirandeep said: "I had found breast- 
feeding my first baby, four years ago, 
very difficult and only managed for 
three weeks before using formula. 

“This time I was determined that I 
wanted to breastfeed as I know it gives 
babies all the nutrients they need. 

“I didn't need to worry - before I had 
even got to the wards with my daugh- 
ter I was approached and offered 


support from the baby feeding team. 

“The staff were very helpful and the 
next day I attended a support group 
that meets regularly on the wards 
where mothers can speak to the pro- 
fessionals for advice, as well as share 
problems with other women and find 
out what is working for them. I found 
it very helpful and carried on going. 

“The team was brilliant. I spoke to 
the same person most of the time, 
Abigail, who remembered me and 
answered all of my questions. I found 
breastfeeding very difficult, my nipples 
were sore and bleeding, but she got me 
through it. It was like having a friend 
to turn to who knows everything. 

“Day by day it got a little easier and 
now, eight weeks later, I can't imagine 
not breastfeeding my baby. "

POLICE are urging cyclists 
to take action to reduce 
the likelihood of having 
their bicycles stolen. 

In July there were a total 
of 41 non-re sidentlal burglaries 
committed across Tower Ham- 
lets, which resulted in the theft 
of 46 bicycles. 

Only five per cent of the bikes 
stolen were property marked. 
And a large proportion of them 
were taken from secure un- 
derground car parks. 

A police spokesperson said it 
is vital that owners take extra 
care to deter criminals from 
preying on their property. 

"Keep your bicycle out of 
view in a secure garage, or shed 
and keep the door locked," the 
spokesperson said. 

"Make sure any other person, 
Including other bike owners, do 
not follow you into a secure lock- 


up. Each owner or resident 
should access the secure area 
themselves with the key fob or 
code to enter and shouldn't as- 
sume they can tailgate in behind 
other residents." 

Bicycle owners are also being 
advised to lock their bike with 
a good quality D-lock or a com- 
bination lock. 

The spokesperson said: "When 
you are not at home, lock your 
bike to something secure and 
immoveable. When leaving 
your bicycle unattended, lock 
both wheels and remove detach- 
able items, such as lights. Con- 
sider getting your bike frame 
security marked." 

Neighbourhood officers will 
be at Bethnal Green Gardens on 
Friday, September 11 between 
4~7pm offering a free bike mark- 
ing service. 

There will also be a chance to 
speak to officers about crime 
prevention and bike security.

History 


The life and death of Joan the witch

YOU have to feel sorry for Joan 
Peterson. When the good folk of 
Wapping wanted her help to cure 
an ague, encourage a dry cow to give 
milk, or cure a baby’s colic, she was 
the go-to girl for herbal potions and 
folk remedies. 

She was, in fact, what we would today 
call a doctor. As for the ability to cast spells 
- a muttered imprecation convincing her 
clients that they must recover - that is what 
we'd surely call hypnosis nowadays, or the 
power of positive thinking. 

But when she refused to collude with a 
diabolical plot to deny a woman her right- 
ful inheritance, white magic was recast as 
black, and a skilful empathy with nature 
became a diabolic pact with Satan. And so 
this 17th century wise woman found 
herself sentenced to hang at Tyburn Tree. 

Watch any old Hammer horror film and 
you'd believe that witches were burned on 
an hourly basis in England at this time. In 
fact, though superstition was rife - ordinary 
folk quite routinely believed in devils, 
fairies, goblins and ghosts, vampires, were- 
wolves and unicorns (as well as heaven and 
hell) - the belief in and burning of witch- 
es was widely mocked by the educated and 
powerful. They knew it was nonsense. 

One of the earliest works on witchcraft, 
published in i486, seems remarkably mod- 
ern. With a sound grasp of psychology, it 
declares: "The imagination of some men is 
so vivid that they think they see actual fig- 
ures and appearances, which are but the 
reflection of their thoughts, and then these 
are believed to be the apparitions of evil 
spirits or even the spectres of witches.'' 

But the witch-fear had some powerful 
supporters. James VI of Scotland moved 
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south to assume the English throne in 1603, 
and he was a believer. James had become 
obsessed with witchcraft over the pre- 
ceeding years, even penning a book on the 
subject (though life at Court in London 
dimmed his enthusiasm for witch-hunting). 

Although the English didn't duck, hang 
or burn witches with the same enthusiasm 
as our continental cousins, or the Scots, there 
was a widespread belief that when a cow 
stopped giving milk, the harvest failed or 
a baby took sick, a witch was to blame. 

So what was the 16th and 17th century 
belief in witches about? It was a time of 
huge upheaval in the British Isles - the 
seesawing between Catholicism and 
Protestantism, the battle between Crown 
and commoners, leading to the beheading 
of a King. 

Perhaps a belief in the dichotomy 
between good and evil, and the ability of 
the people to identify and punish the lat- 
ter, gave ordinary people a sense of certainty. 

But Joan Peterson had been a very good 
witch indeed. One Wapping neighbour had 
such a headache that he had not slept for 
five weeks. After a visit to Peterson on Spmce 
Island, and three draughts of a brew that 
the witch prepared, and he slept like a baby. 

East Enders with difficulties fulfilling their 
conjugal duties would purchase a potion 
and find everything functioning as before. 
A bewitched cow (whatever that is) was 
released from enchantment after Joan 
boiled a pot of its urine on her stove. 

And so her good work went on. Medicine 
had hardly progressed since Hippocrates 
in the fifth and fourth century BC, and with 
doctors relying on bleeding, flagellation and 
prayer, a visit to the quack might well leave 
you in a worse condition than before... wise 



women, such as Joan, versed in herbal and 
natural remedies (and a fair pinch of 
superstition) were a far safer bet. 

The extraordinary tale of how she died 
for her honesty comes from two compet- 
ing pamphlets. An elderly Wapping woman 
named Lady Powell had died, leaving her 
considerable fortune to one relative, Anne 
Leving stone, and cutting out the others, 36 
of the great and good of Wapping. 

The disgruntled relatives united to cook 
up a plan. They would accuse Anne of 
using witchcraft to kill Lady Powell... but 
they needed an expert witness. Who bet- 
ter than the widely respected Joan? Only 
one snag: the Wapping witch refused to take 
their huge offer of £100 and refused to lie. 

She even took them on with her own 
evidence, producing physicians' testi- 
monies and a written post-mortem that put 
Lady Powell's death to natural causes. The 
doctors even noted how impressive it was 
that she had made it to 80 with "the drop- 
sie, the scurvey, and the yellow jaundies''. 

Seeing their inheritance disappearing, the 
3 6 feared that they would be j ailed for their 
plot - Joan had to be discredited. And so 
came a colourful collection of stories prov- 
ing' that she was a black not a white witch. 

They enlisted one Christopher Wilson, 
who had been restored from a sickly and 
weak state by one of Peterson's concoctions

but then refused to pay. He testified that 
the witch had warned him: "You had 
better give me my money, for you shall be 
ten times worse than you were". 

Wilson then went on to paint a colour- 
ful tale of how he had immediately begun 
to rave live a lunatic, slobbering and reel- 
ing around Wapping like a man possessed 
by demons summoned up by Joan. 

There was more. A neighbour's child 
began to have fits. As she was watched over 
one night, a great black cat appeared at the 
cradleside - then disappeared. Obviously 
Peterson in feline form, or perhaps her 
familiar, the neighbours decided. 

A passing baker had seen a similar 
beast that night - that too must be Peter- 
son, decided the excitable folk of Wapping. 
There were tales that her seven-year-old son 
had told schoolmates that his mother 
communicated with Satan through a talk- 
ing squirrel. A maidservant said a squirrel 
would come to Joan's bedchamber, where 
they would confer at length. 

So far so improbable. Joan derisively 
refused to confess, though her accusers tried 
desperately "to perswade the said Peterson 
to confess [since] she needed not fear 
what she confessed, for it was not her life 
they aimed at, but to have matter where- 
by to accuse one Mrs Levingstone, who had 
gotten the said Lady Powell's estate, and 
thereby had undone 36 Persons of the said 
Ladyes Kindred". Confess and this will go 
no further, in other words, but she refused. 

Joan was obviously no pushover. "The said 
confederates and their agents went very 
often to her promising her a repreive or 
pardon if she would confesse that Mrs 
Levingstone had imployed her to make 
away the life of the Lady Powell, to which 
she replyed she could not, because it was 
altogether false. But one of the said con- 
federates urging her againe to say some- 
thing against Mrs Levingstone, she told him 
he was a rogue, and gave him a blow on 
the face, which made his nose bleed". 

The forces ranged against her were 
now considerable. Even Sir John Danvers, 
one of the signatories to the death warrant 
of Charles I, came down to Wapping to take 
her on. But she held firm. 

So it was that she arrived for her trial at 
the Old Bailey to be greeted by one gang 
of pamphleteers pressuring the jury to find 
her guilty, and another protesting at the 
absurdity of the whole trial. 

The trial was short, and on April 12, 1652, 
Joan was taken on a cart to Tyburn and 
hanged: a judicial murder with many of the 
gentry of Wapping implicated in the killing. 
Joan got the blame... and the relatives got 
their money.

A religious 
experience

a mosque. 

In between, there's plenty of greenery - 
including terraced gardens, vegetable 
plots, and an impressive garden square - and 
some remarkable school buildings, mixing 
old and new 

From Mile End station, escape the traffic 
by nipping left down Eric Street. Who would 
imagine you'd spot a cow here? But sure 
enough, a wooden Friesian greets you, 
grazing - by sandpits, logs and benches - in 
one of several playful greens created 
hereabouts by East End Homes and Play 
Association Tower Hamlets. 

Hamlets Way follows the line of an ancient 
footpath, linking Stepney and Bow. These 
days it's home to a shopping parade, Mile 
End Community Project - look online for their 
Hoodforts' Chicken film - and a mosque. 

Over Burdett Road - named after 
Victorian philanthropist Angela Burdett- 
Coutts - you enter Mile End Park (1). 

Created on land that was reclaimed after 




1903, and the church's red-brick tower and 
sharp copper spire form a distinctive part of 
the skyline here. 

As you curve around the mound, the view 
opens out to Mile End Lock, where the 
Victorian lock-keeper's cottage has been 
adapted with an angular metallic extension 
into the Graduates' Centre at Queen 
Mary University (3). 

If you're feeling energetic you can 
climb the mound. A visit is rewarded with 


Queen Mary campus, including copper- 
clad France House and Pooley Hall with its 
projecting steel flippers, both designed by 
Fielden Clegg Bradley. 

Continue under the railway line and then 
Meath Bridge, carrying walkers and cy- 
clists over to Meath Gardens. En route, 
you'll pass Mile End Climbing Wall - pitched 
at novice climbers and professionals alike 
- and a trio of weathered steel portraits (5): 
a barge horse, Suffragette Sylvia Pankhurst 
and footballer Ledley King. 

The ecology park heads off beyond the 
solitary Palm Tree pub - a popular drinking 
spot - and new apartment blocks sprout up 
across the Regent's Canal, but today you leave 
the park along Haverfield Road. Cross over 
to the Victoria pub, freshly spruced. 

The railway bridge (6) has a place 
in history: London's first flying bomb 
landed here on June 13, 1944, com- 
memorated with a blue plaque. 

Just before the bridge, nip left 
through a pedestrian gate - sloping 
upwards into Cherrywood Close. 
This long sliver of land was once 
a rope works and - from 1865 - part 
occupied by Coborn Road station 
on the Great Eastern Railway. 

Dip under the Coborn Road 
bridge and from Malmesbury Road 
veer right, by a small parade of 
shops. Ahead, the colourful mosaic 
depicts a Native American proverb: 
“that money cannot be eaten''. 
The gate alongside leads into Trel- 
lis Square (7), home to a commu- 
nity garden packed with gourds, 
tomatoes, and other vegetables. 
The Harley Grove Gurdwara (8) 


AS you explore this route around Mile 
End you’ll encounter diverse place of 
faith - Sikh and Hindu temples, 
Catholic and Methodist churches, and 


Second World War bombing, Mile End Park 
has been designed into seven themed 


spaces, including play zones, an outdoor gym 
and ecology park. It's a natural haven, full 
of wild flowers, bugs and birdlife. 

Head beside the pond, spraying with a 
fountain, and up through the terraced gar- 
dens, packed with shrubs and ornamental 
grasses. As you slope over the bridge - a sur- 
prisingly peaceful green arc over Mile End 
Road -there are views back towards Canary 
Wharf. Closer to hand, Guardian Angels 
Roman Catholic Church (2) was opened in

far-reaching views and a history panel on 
the New Globe pleasure gardens, where 19th 
century visitors were entertained with 
concerts, hot air balloon ascents and 
firework displays. 

The Arts Pavilion (4) curves in an embrace 
around the lake - currently flourishing 
with water lilies, bulrushes and moorhen 
chicks. From the brow there's a view to the

occupies impressive premises. Classically 
designed with portico and columns, this 
was built in 1855 as a chapel, converted in 
1927 to a synagogue, and serving as a Sikh 
temple since 1979. 

At the corner with Bow Road, the 1939 
deco-style building - once offices for dog bis- 
cuit maker Spratt's Patent - has recently been 
converted into Central Foundation Girls' 
School VI Form (9) . Next door, the entrance 
block at special school, Phoenix (10) features 
roofline lettering, yellow and green glazing 
bars, and a dramatic phoenix mural. 

A chunky granite memorial (11) com- 
memorates George Lansbury- who lived here 
for 23 years - as Labour Party leader, local 
mayor and “a great servant of the people". 

Opposite, there's a glimpse of Bow 
Methodist Church (12) - first established in 
i860 and, following Blitz damage, now oc- 
cupying an elegant 1951 church, fronted with 
an illuminated cross. 

A few steps along you'll encounter the

n squares in east London 


rather splendid former Stepney & Bow- 
Foundation Coborn Girls School; the facade 
shield shows coopers' hoops and adzes, 
hinting at its historic links with the 
Coopers' livery company Built in 1897-8 it has 
a striking design by George Elkington, with 
a bow-front, curved gable, striped stonework 
and crowned by a cupola. 

These days, freshly buffed, it's home to 
Central Foundation Girls School, newly 
enlarged with a red brick extension. 

On Coborn Street, keep an eye open for two 
blue plaques - Dr Barnardo lodged at No 30 
in 1866, and opposite a plaque recalls 
entertainer Charles Coborn, famous for 
Two Lovely Black Eyes and The Man Who 
broke the Bank of Monte Carlo, who took his 
stage name from this street. 

Coborn Road - known as Cut Throat Lane 
until 1800 - marks the boundary between 
the Morgan and Coborn estates. 

Tredegar Square (13), perhaps the most 
impressive of East End squares, was 



created from the 1820s on land owned by Above: the Hindu 
Sir Charles Morgan of Tredegar. Pragati Sangha 

Stand in the central garden to appreciate temple 
its full splendour. At No 24, Lady Margaret 
Howard established the East End's first 
Catholic settlement. No 40 was once home 
to Henry Wainwright - in 1875, he killed his 
mistress and buried her under his brush 
workshop floor in Whitechapel.

He was later caught red-handed moving 
her corpse, and was hanged for murder. 

By the hexagonal Victorian pillar-box, the 
former college is currently being converted 
into housing, and there's a distant view of 
the Tredegar Arms. Holy Trinity Church (14), 
with a touch of Gothic, is now home to the 
Epainos Ministries. 

Opposite, head along tree-lined Rhondda 


Grove - originally called Cottage Grove - 
flanked by Georgian villas. Look out for the 
banana palm and Indian bean tree as you 
walk along. 

Towards the end you'll find the Hindu 
Pragati Sanga (15), a 'mandir' or Hindu tem- 
ple with its distinctive white conical roof. 

And so, you arrive back opposite Mile End 
tube station, the end of your walk.

SMALL stories of 12 dolls’ 
houses from the past 300 
years have been brought 
to life at the V&A 
Museum of Childhood.

I’M still reeling from the 
gift from God of the Lord 
Morpeth pub opening up 
for food a mere three- 
minute, vodka-induced 
skip away. 

But, lo and behold, at the 
other end of my road appears 
Fika Swedish cafe, an outpost of 
the original on Brick Lane. 

If you haven't been to Sweden, 
I can sum it up in an idealised 
nutshell: twinkly candles, cosy 
nooks, cinnamon buns and 
round the clock coffee intake. 

All of this is necessary because 
of the fierce winters, which we 
have in common. 

So, on cold winter's days, 
you'll likely find me hanging 
around this new joint, shoe- 
horning cinnamon buns and 
other waist-busting baked goods 
to stave off the cold. 

By the way, I defy anyone 
faced with two cinnamon buns 
on a plate not to attempt a 
Princess Leia impression, much 
to the embarrassment of my 
dining partner, the Silver Fox. 

We order lattes and toasted 


sandwiches, alongside juices 
and cakes. 

All the cakes are homemade 
and the lattes are just as you 
now expect in this area: creamy, 
punchy and beautifully 
presented. 

They would score more points 
for freshly squeezed juice but 
hopefully this is on the way. 

The sandwiches were 
delicious, delightfully filled with 
gravadlax (cured salmon) in 


one and sweet potato and goat's 
cheese in the other. 

The cakes were a real 
buttery heaven and I could see 
myself developing a dangerous 
Fika habit. 

The name Fika is a Swedish 
concept of having coffee and 
cake as a scheduled break from 
the working day. 

The decor is plain and simple, 
but stylish with an air of 
expense paid. 


The service is warm and 
friendly, and a loyal crowd looks 
like it's starting to develop. 

Two ate a solid lunch, topped 
off by glorious cakes, for a little 
over £20 in total. If you haven't 
tried this out, do. It's a pleasure 
to welcome them to the Roman 
And if you want to try more 
than cafe fare, I would recom- 
mend Fika on Brick Lane for a 
fun dinner.

THIS week’s recipe comes 
from the Love Food Hate 
Waste website. 

As we are nearing the end of 
the summer, orchard fruits are 
coming into season. Market 
stalls are full of plums and ap- 
ples and blackberries are ripe on 
bushes in parks and woodland. 

A mixture of fresh fruit has 
been used in this recipe, but you 



could use some frozen fruits or 
85<Dg (lib 140Z) of just one kind 
if you have a bumper harvest. 


Orchard sponge pudding - serves 4 


Ingredients 

2 50g/9° z plums, stoned and 
thickly sliced 

450g/ilb cooking apples, cored, 
peeled and sliced 
isog/soz blackberries 
nog/4oz caster sugar 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 
i8o°C/350°F/Gas 4. Put the sliced 
plums, apples and blackberries 
into a 1.2 litre (2 pint) ovenproof 
pie dish. Sprinkle over half the 
sugar and half the orange juice 
and bake for 10 minutes. 

2. Put the remaining sugar with 
the orange zest, butter, flour and 
egg into a bowl and beat to- 
gether until smooth. Gradually 
beat in the remaining orange

and juice 
50g/2oz butter 
75g/3oz self-raising flour 
1 e gg 

Sifted icing sugar to decorate 
(optional) 

Custard (optional) 


juice, being careful not to over 
mix or the topping may split. 

3. Flatten the partially cooked 
fruit slightly with the back of a 
spoon, then spoon the sponge 
mixture over the top and spread 
into an even layer. Bake for 
25-30 minutes until the topping 
is well risen and golden and 
springs back when pressed 
with a fingertip. 

4. Dust with icing sugar, serve 
warm with custard, (optional).

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year.
